Boston, Mass., July 14, 2:30 a m—Mrs. 
Carter, when seen at the Hotel Touraine, 
Genied that she and Mr. Payne had been 


married. . 


Portemouth, N. H., July 18.—[Spécial, }— 
Caroline Loulse Dudley, better known as 
Mrs. Leslie Carter, the actress, was married 
here today to William l. Payne ‘(Lou 
Payne), actor, who created the part! of 
Smiley Green, the undertaker, when “ Bird 
Center,” McCutcheon’s bucolic idyl, was put 
on the stage in Chicago. 

The wedding took place in St. John’s Epis- 
copal church, the rector, the Rev. Henry 
Emerson Hovey officiating. He did not learn 
the identity of the bride until after the cere- 


mony. 

Miss Dudley, or Mrs. Carter, made no fuse 
about the marriage. Neither did Lou Payne. 
They drove to the church, unattended, Ina 
big touring automobile. 

A long light automobile coat and a heavy 
veil concealed the identity of the bride. The 
groom’s attire was equally. unconventional. 
The automobile cap he wore scarcely hid the 
vast expanse of glossy brow well known in 
Broadway. 


Bride Denies Prior Marriage. 

The Rev. Mr. Hovey, who had received a 
visit from Mr. Payne in the morning, was 
prepared. He had expeeted the party, but 
thought it would include more than the two 
principals. He looked im vain for witnesses. 
The rector solved the problem by enlisting 
the services of his two daughters. 

The Episcopal church, by a recent canon, 
forbids its ministers to marry divorced per- 
sons, and as a matter of form Mr. Hovey 
asked both principals if they had ever been 
married before. Each replied in the nega- 
tive. The ceremony was over quickly and 
Mr. and Mrs. Lou Payne drové away in the 
auto which had brought them. 


Groom Known as “Good Fellow.” 

Mr. Payne looked happy, the minister said. 
But Mr. Payne always looks happy. He is 
known as one of the most genial members of 
the Lambs club in New York and as “ one 
of the best fellows in the world.’ 

Mrs. Carter arrived here last Tuesday 
night. She is on an automobile vacation, 
Miss Norma Munro, T. Dean, Mr. Courtney, 
Mr. Cowan, O. Davis, William L. Payne, and 
Mr. Reverau, and two chauffeurs, a valet, 
three maids, and a footman, in three big 
touring automobiles, came with her. 


Groom Obtains the License. 

On Wednesday Payne called on City Clerk 
W. H. Moran and took out a marriage li- 
cense, at the same time asking if it would be 
good in Maine. He was told no, That day 
the party left for Portland, stopping at the 
(Falmouth hotel. Shortly after midnight 
last night Mrs. Carter and party arrived at 
the Hotel Rockingham here and simply reg- 
istered as Mrs. Leslie Carter and party, tak- 
ing ten rooms. 

This morning Payne again paid a visit to 
the city clerk and filled out his information. 
He gave his name as William L. Payne, hfs 
occupation as a student, his age as 33, his 
residence as New York, his birthplace as El- 
mira, N. Y., said this is his first marriage, 
and that his father is Alfred T. Payne of 
New York, an artist. 

Hé gave his bride’s name as Caroline L: 
Dudley, residence New York, age 30 years, 
that this is her first marriage, and that her 
father is Austin Dudley of Chicago, by occu- 
pation a lawyer. 


Keep Secret from Friends. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Payne rejoined their 
party at the hotel after their marriage they 
did not rush {in and demand congratulations. 
Instead they set to work and made up the 
automobile parties for a fresh start: Nota 
word was said about the wedding and no 
one in the party betrayed the least indica- 
tion of knowing. 

But Mrs. Payne reserved an auto fomher- 
self and her new husband and just as the 
party was starting for the next stopping 
place she called with a laugh: 

“You people go ahead. We will lave 
after you.” 

Then they left the dust of Portsmouth be- 
hind them. 

“ Party in Boston Today.

No 
information of any kind was given by the 
hotel authorities to the couple of dozen re- 
porters who assaulted the establishment. 


News Startles the Rialto. 

New York, July 18.—[Special.)—Tne an- 
nouncement of Mrs. Leslie Carter’s marriage 
to William L. Payne, the actor, as he is 
known on Broadway, set every theatrical 
tongue in the city wagging in surprise and 
amazement tonight. 

David Belasco, Mrs. Carter’s manager, was 
simply flabbergasted.

It’s a Hoax, Belasco Says. 

Then when Mr. Belasco was wondering 
why she wanted to extend her vacation 
some one told him the story of her marriage.

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BIG FIRE LOSS;- MAN MISSING. 


Flames Cause $550,000 Damage, 
and Department Is Tardy. 


FACTORY AND HOMES BURNED 


Heath & Milligan Watchman Gone, 
‘and It Is Feared He Is Victim. 


A fire that may have taken one life con- 
sumed tvo large manufacturing plants on 
the west side last might. The blaze started 
in the Heath & Milligan company’s paint 
factory and was communicated to the Carlos 
Deckmeyer Box company's shop nearby. 
Both near Elehteenth and Seward 
streets. The loss is estimated at $550,000. 

William Rhinelander, a watchman in the 
paint plant, was reported missing early this 
morning. He was at the place when the fire 
broke out. 

Ten familles living in Seward street, a nar- 
row thoroughfare, were drivenin alarm from 
their frame houses, two of which were 
burned. Five firemen were hurt.

Coincidence in Stolen Checks. 

By a coincidence—although the police re- 
gard it as possibly something more—a book 
of blank checks had been stolen from the 
Heath & Milligan office the day before. A 
number of these blanks were filled out and 
offered to merchants on the west Bide. One 
was cashed by L. Roubit, a saloonkeeper at 
810 Halsted street. 

The police had been notified of the attempt 
to pass the worthless checks, and an especial 
effort was being made to trace the forgers, 
It was thought some such systematic plan 
of disposing of them as was employed by the 
recent forgers of Illinois Steel company 
checks had been used. The office from 
which the blanks were taken was destroyed, 
it being one of the first parts of the building 
bh to go. 

Send Alarms, Wait for Firemen. 

The fire was seen at 8 o'clock by Bart Hig- 
gins, 80 Seward street, in the south part of 
the four story paint factory. The cause fs 
unknown. An alarm was sentin. A crowd 
begam to gather, and, after a wait of five 
minutes, a second call was made. Other 
alarme were reported and at length the fire- 
men appeared. The nearest companiee, 
which would be the firet to respond, were at 
another fire. 

With all the inflammable material in a 
paint factory and a box shop—the latter hav- 
ing a small lumber yard adjoining—at hand, 
the fire was not to be controlled. Residents 
of the neighborhood hurriedly gathered to- 
gether so much of their belongings as they 
could carry in their arms and flocked to the 
street. They could not stop even here, how- 
ever, as the heat drove them back, and they 
flowed into intersecting streets and £0 


watched the glowing fire. 
The houses destrofved were those of Mrs. 


Annie Clasby and John Mullaney, both in 


Seward street. Other cottages werein flames 
at times, but the firemen gave their attention 
to them and prevented their burning. 

The crash that fnjured the firemen marked 
the fall of the front, north, and east walis 
of the paint ghop. But the peril to eurround- 
ing buildings was over with the collapse and 
the firemem had little more to do than direct 
streams of water to the still glowing mass 
within the great inclosure of the wrecked 
building. 

The Heath & Milligan factory had a front- 
age of 400 feet on Seward street and was 
200 feet deep. It gave employment to 300 
men and women. The box factory was 
smalier. ’ 

Horan Arrives in Auto. 

Fire Marshal Horan arrived in a red auto- 
mobile before the 2-11 alarm had been turned 
in and assumed direction of the fire. It 
was impossible to save any of the buildings, 
but the spread of the flames was checked. 
The primary delay of the first engines was 
mentioned, 

“ Engine company 25 was away at another 
fire at Maxwell and Canal streets,” explained 
Horan. “That occasionally happens at a 
fire and no one can be blamed for it. The 
firemem have been doing good work. It is 
impossible to save a paint factory when the 
flames get the least control.” 

BE. T. Trigg, general manager of the factory, 


who arrived with Mr. Heath, said, while the | 


marehal was speaking: 
“You are right. Nothing can save a paint 


factory. It was a bad time for us, as we had 
just stocked up. Our loss will be between 
$400,000 and $500,000 on building and con- 
tents. It is ineured. I have no idea how the 


fire started.”’ 
The los# on the box factory was $50,000, 


Workman Hurt in Explosion. 

Spread by a series of explosions fire early 
in the night threatened the destruction of 
the American Dyeing and Cleaning works 
at 80 Twenty-sixth street, and gave the fire- 
men a hard fight before it was extinguished. 
The damage is estimated at $1,000. WU. 8. 
Troyer, a cleaner, 844 Twenty-sixth street, 
suffered severe burns about the face and 
hands. 

The fire is believed to have been caused 
by the explosion of a gasoline tank. Troyer 
was at work at the time and he was blown 
from his feet, flames filling the room.

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TRIES 70 BREAK INTO “PEN” 


Gourdain Pleads with Joliet Pris- 
on Authorities to Lock Him Up. 


WILL BUILD PRISON OF OWN, 


If All Cells Are Closed to Him Then 
He’ll Have a Private Dungeon, 


L. A. Gourdain, who was released from the 
Cook county jail yesterday morning on bonds 
of $10,000, presented a short time later the 
unique spectacie of a man trying to break 
into the penitentiary. 

Just after he was given his liberty the 
ex-banker hurried on an electric car to Joliet 
and demanded of the chief deputy that he 
be incarcerated immediately within the walls 
of the prison. The deputy gently but firmly 
denied the strange request and Gourdain 
started back to Chicago with the avowed in- 
tention of instituting mandamus proceedings 
to compel the authorities to put him in prison 
at once so that he might begin without de- 
lay serving the four and one-haif year sen- 
tence for operating a lottery. 


Will Build a Personal ‘‘Pen.’’ 

Failing in the court measures, the disgusted 
man says he may be driven to build a pen- 
itentiary after the same architecture as the 
prison at Joliet, be his own jailer and war- 
den, and serve the time named by Judge 
Landis. In that extremity, he says, he wouid 
not make any reduction for good behavior. 

In the morning yesterday the prisoner was 
accompanied to the court clerk's office by 
Mrs. Gourdain and his attorney, W. Knox 
Haynes. As soon as the bond giving him his 
liberty was signed he placed his wife in a 
waiting automobile, and bade her return to 
the Auditorium Annex, where she resides, 
Then he curtly bade his attorney good day.

Murphy of Joliet happened to be 
at the Annex last evening and Gourdain met 
him in the lobby and deman@ed that he take 
him in custody, but the warden refused.

Recent Failures of Police. 

One of the latest failures of the Chicage 
detectives lies in the peculiar disappearance 
of Erich Muenter, the former Chicagoan and 
instructor’at Harvard university, whose wife 
died under suspicious circumstances in the 
spring. A list of other cases, comparatively 
recent, that have left a bad taste in the 
mouth of the few detectives who take a pride 
in the work of the Chicago police depart- 
ment follows: 

BERRIOZABAL, MERCEDES, 15 year old daugh- 
ter of Felipe Berriozabal, former Mexican consul 
to Chicago; died after operation at Wesley hos- 
pital, Feb. 5, 1905. Police gave up the pearch 
for her destroyer. 

GENTRY, MRS. ARTHUR W., killed in her fat, 
682 La Salle avenue, Jan. 6, by Frank J. Com- 
stantine. Constantine escaped 

GURKA, MRS. KATHERINE, 04 Fromt street; 
stabbed to death by a thief on the night of April 
20. The murderer escaped. 

JOHNSON, MRS. ELLEN, found dead tn state 
‘way at 400 West Forty-third street, Jan. 16, 
1905. Husband wae arrested but later wae re- 
leased. The death of Mra. Johnson is a mystery 
in the records of the police. 

MIZE, MRS. F. A., killed by holfup man at 
Washington avenue and Fifty-eighth street, Aug. 
23. 1905. The murderer waa not found. 


Detectives in Theory and Fact. 

It was the theory under which the detee- 
tive bureau was organized that it was to 
be made up of the “ flower of the police de- 
partment.” The men who became members 
of this branch of the service were expected 
to have many years of training as common 
policemen and should be capable of solving 
the most intricate problems that some within 
the scope of their activities. 

Only one visit to headquarters is necessary 
to show the fallacy of this theory.

“Steve® C, Sumner, union temperance 
crusader, used practical methods yesterday 
to convert 500 members of the Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ union. “Steve” opened a can of 
buttermilk and a keg of beer in the union 
meeting at 145 Randolph street and allowed 
the drivers to witness the effects of the two 
beverages themselves. 

The result was that eighteen members 
drank the beer and remained unconverted. 
By far a greater number, however, tasted 
the buttermilk and swore allegiance to Sum- 
ner’s crusade. The union afterwards passed 
@ resolution indorsing Sumner and many 
signed the pledge which “Steve” had pre- 
pared. 

Beer and Buttermilk Side by Side. 

It wae a hot afternoon gnd the hall where 
the meeting was held was crowded, conditions 
that made the experiment possible. Just 
after President A. W. Neer called the session 
to order the beer and buttermilk were 
brought fin and placed on the platform. Sum- 
ner arose and stood between the two. 

“TIT have been charged with Injuring the 
union through my advocacy of temperance,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and I want to demonstrate that TI 
am in the right. I am going to leave it to 
the members of the unton to decide.” 

Sumner then drew a glass of beer and of- 
fered {t to a driver, who drank it thirstfully. 

*“ How do you feelb?’’ Summer asked the 
man. 

“Pretty good,” was the reply. 
given another glass. 

“Now how do you feel?’’ Sumner asked. 

“Tike having another,”’ was the response, 
amid applause. : 

‘“ That's just it,”” announced the union tem- 
perance demonstrator. “ You drink one glass 
of beer and want more. Now, we will try the 
buttermilk.” 

A driver consumed two glasses of butter- 
milk and acknowledged that he had enough. 
Another was persuaded to drink three 
glasses, but that was the most that any 
teamster in the hall: cared to imbibe. ‘

to show that it costs less to drink buttermilk 
than beer:

“Get back there,”’ called Grand, rising to 
his feet. “I will fix the first of you to cross 


the line.” 
Diamond Studded Charm Taken. 


Wiliam Grand, a nephew, 904 Turner ave- 
nue, who was standing near, was seized by 
one of the robbers and his diamond studded 
watch charm was jerked away. Customers 
who were in the saloon at the rear hurried 
to the front, but they were warned to keep 
at a distance. One of them was attacked 
and robbed of a diamond, but despite the 
warning followed when the robbers left. 

H. C. Mowrey, 114 Center ayenue, entered 
the place as the gang was trying to escape.

DEUTSCHLAND CRASHES INTO A 
PIER AT DOVER. 


Huge Hamburg-American Steamship 
Meets with Serious Mishap as It Is 
About to Sail for the United States 
-—HHull Split from Bow Rail to Keel 
~—DMust Go to Drydock for Repairs— 
Passengers and Mails Transferred 
to Another Boat. 


DOVER, England, July 13.—The Hamburg- 
American line steamer Deutschland, from 
Hamburg yesterday via Dover and Cher- 
bourg for New York,'while leaving Dover 
this morning collided with the prince of 
Wales’ pier. 

The steamer immediately anchored bff the 
admiralty pier to investigate the extent of 
the damage it had sustained and it was found 
to be so great that it must be returned to 
Hamburg to be docked and repaltred.

Insurgents, After Capturing Several 
Cities, Are Said to Be Marching on 
Rio Janeiro. 


LONDON, July 14, 3 a. m.—The Leader's 
correspondent at Lisbon says that accord- 
ing to intelligence received there the insur- 
rection in Matto Grosso, Brazil, is swelling 
to huge proportions.. The insurgents, it is re- 
ported, have organized a large army and 
are marching on Rio Janeiro, and already 
have captured several cities. Gen. Riberio, 
with 40.000 federal troops, has been sent 
against the revolutionists. Fearful carnage 
is reported, and the killed are said to be 
already more than 4,000. 


NEAR REVOLUTION IN PERSIA. 


Divinity Students Cause Riots and 
Clergy Demands Reforms, Which 
Shah Makes No Move to Grant. 


THHERAN, Persia, July 13.—The divinity 
students broke out into active opposition to 
the authorities yesterday and forcibly re 
leased a professor who had been imprisoned 
on the charge of using seditious language. 
One student was killled and two wounded. 
The heads of the clergy immediately assem- 
bled in the great mosque and issued insistent 
demands for the immediate granting of the 
reforme previously promised in January. 
All the shops, except the butchers’ and bak- 
ers’, are closed, The city is patrolled by 
troops. The grand vizier and other ministers, 
who were in the country, have hastily re- 
turned to their posts. Nothing thus far has 
been done to satisfy the demands of the mal- 
contenis. 


GUATEMALA WINS AND LOSES. 


Defeats Salvadorean Troops in Battle, 
but Is Given Backset by Revo- 
lutionary Forces. 


Mexico City, July 13.—This morning’s ad- 
vices from San Salvador confirm the report 
of the battle of El Jicaro and the killing of 
the commander of the Salvadorean troops, 
Gen. Regalado, but announce a victory 
gained by Gen. Toledo of the insurgent forces 
on the same day at a point further north, 
where the Guatemalan army was routed 
with heavy loss. 


LARGE GIFT TO TEMPERANCE. 


London Merchant’s Will Provides $1,- 
250,000 for Use Under Direction of 
Western Methodist Conference. 


LONDON, July 18.—The will of John 
Crowle, a well known merchant of London, 
gives $1,250,000 for the promotion of temper- 
ance in England under the direction of the 
Wesleyan Methodist conference, conditioned 
on the church's raising a like sum within five

ST. MARY’S, WITH 100 BOYS ON 
BOARD, REPORTED IN DANGER. 


Said so Have Gone Aground at Oape 
Spartel on Northwest Coast of Mo- 
roceo, at Entrance to Straite of 
Gibraltar—Tugs Sent to Ald of Vese 
sel—Troopship Sent to Europe by 
New York Board of Education Afte 
er Coast Cruise.

GIBRALTAR. July 13.—It is reported that 
the New York school ship St. Mary’s has 
gone ashore at Cape Spartel, on the north- 
west coast of Morocco, at the entrance to the 
Straits of Gibraitar. Tugs are en route to 
the scene to aid the stranded vessel. 


The St. Mary’s is a sailing vessel built 
sixty-two years ago and for the last thirty- 
one years has been in the service of the New 
It carried 
about 100 boys, and the master is Commander 
Gustavius C. Hanus, U. 8S. N. The vessel has 
made frequent cruises to European waters. 

The present cruise began the latter part of 
April, and after several weeks spent in Long 
Island sound and along the New England 
coast the boat got away for Europe early in 
June, the understanding being that upon its 
return it would be put out of commission. 


READS THE KAISER A LECTURE. 


Berlin Newspaper Declares Emperor Is 
Out of Touch with the People 
Over Whom He Rules. 


BERLIN, July 13.—The National Zeitung 
has caused a sensation by its unusually harsh 
criticism of Emperor William's failure to 
grant universal amnesty on the occasion of 
the birth of the son to the crown prince. 

The Zeitung declares that the emperor fs 
not only losing touch with the German peo- 
ple but is plocing the empire itself in an un- 
conscious attitude of hostility toward other 
European powers with whom Germany's 
interests demand she be on the most friendly 
terms. 

As proof of this foreign hostility the Zeitung 
calls attention to several noticeable “‘ snubs ”’ 
recently given to the kaiser. It refers to 
King Edward's refusal to meet the emperor, 
to the refusal of King Edward's daughter, 
Queen Maud of Norway, to accept the 
kaiser’s invitation to dine on the German 
royal yacht at Trondhjen, to the attempt of 
the duke of Connaught, King Edward's 
brother, to avold meeting the kaiser while 
cruising in German waters. 


AMERICANS AT ROYAL COURT. 


Number Presented to King Bdward and 
Queen Alexandra at Final Event 
of London Season. 


LONDON, July 13.—King Edwaré and 
Queen Alexandra this evening held at Buck- 
ingham palace the fourth and final court, 
marking the close of the London season. 
Ambassador and Mrs. Reid and the members 
of the American embassy were present. 
The Americans presented in the diplomatic 
circle were Oscar 8. Straus and Mrs. Straus, 
New York, and Henry White, American am- 
bassador at Rome, and in the general circle 
Mrs. William Clark and Miss Clark of New 
Jersey, Mrs. Mure Steel of California, Miss 
Muriel Robbins of New York, and Miss Edith 
Lewis, an American resident in London. 
King Bdward has a few engagements in 
England and is expected to go to Marienbad 
early in August.

ROME, July 13.—It bas long been known 
that some parts of the vatican are tnsafe, 
but it has just been discovered that the 
palace is: practically falling to pieces. Even 
the corner where the pope's apartment is 
situated needs strengthening, and the pontiff 
is moving out. The walls, which are cracked, 
bulging, and leaning outward, wil] be tem- 
porarily strengthened immediately.

If this is attempted 
the Jews will be massacred not only here, 
but throughout the empire. There has been 
a wholesale exodus of panicky Jews. An 
official proclamation has been issued, but it 
has been without effect. Thousands of troops 
are on duty. 


; Torpedo Boat Mined: and Sunk. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, July 13.—Dur- 
ing maneuvers in the Baltic sea a Russian 
torpedo boat struck a mine and was sunk 
off Bjorko last night. The boat was demoi- 
ished, but the crew was saved. 

Shipoff Declines Premiership. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 138.—Emperor 
Nicholas, it is said, has offered the premier- 
ship to Dmitri Shipoff, but the latter refuse:t 
the post on the ground that he is not a mem- 
ber of the majority party in parilament and 
that the only possible cabinet in the present 
crisis is one composed of constitutional dem- 
ocrats. He holds, therefore, that he cannot 
even be a member of such a cabinet. 

Prominent constitutional democrats think 
the premiership will now be offered to Count 
Heyden, who, though he has the sympathy 
of parliament, will be unable to form a cab- 
inet, although scheduled for a place in the 
coming constitutional democratic ministry. 


British Fleet Postpones Visit. 

The postponement of the visit of the British 
channel fleet to Cronstadt, announced today, 
has caused much joy among the extremists, 
who lock upon it as a sign that the govern- 
ment at last has awakened to its position 
and is ready to accept the inevitable. Con- 
servatives, on the other hand, look upon it 
as another victory for the moderates, which 
soon will be followed by & conetitutional 
democratic ministry. 

The initiative in this decision came front 
Ruesia, which pointed out that the projected 
visit had been welcomed with lively satisfac- 
tiom by the Russian government, which saw 
in it an expression of sympathy for Russia 
on the part of Great Britain. U nfortunately, 
it is added, certain political parties in Great 
Britain and Russia fomented a sharp agita- 
tion with a vew to connecting the visit with 
questions of Rusetan internal policy. 

General’s Wife Is Shot. 

WARSAW, July 13.—An attempt was made 
today to assassinate Gen. Schweikowsky, a 
member of the military tribunal. The general 
escaped without hurt, but his wife was 
wounded by two bullets. 

Assassin Said to Be a Girl. 

SEVASTOPOL, Russia, July 13.—It is 
credibly stated that the assassin of Admiral 
Chouknin, commander of the Black sea fleet, 
was a girl disguised in the uniform of a 
sailor. No arrest has yet been made. 


Chouknin’s Death Causes Joy. 


ODESSA, July 13.—A revolutionary procia- 
mation. clandestinely circulated today, jubi- 


ingly executed on Chouknin for the martyr- 
dom of Lieut. Schmidt,’ and adds that all 
the leading bureaucratic enemies of the peo- 
ple will be similarly and summarily re- 
moved.

M. D. Ewell, Chicago Authority, Is 
Unshaken by Severe Cross Ques- 
 tloning—Banker Declares That Mrs. 
- Martie Did Not Write “Susie Dear” 
Letter—-Would-Be Seller of Mis- 


sives Is Arraigned—Hartje, Wel- 

_shons, and Negro Hearing Today. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July '33.—Experts in hand- 
writing, called as witnesses in the divorce 
case of Augustus 15 sag against his wife, 
Mary Scott Hartje, took up tke entire time 
today in’ the hearing of the case in court. 
Besides the prof : handwriting men a 
number of bank elerks and officials were 
called by Mrs. Hartje’s counsel. Although 
not qualifying as experts, the testimony of 
the bank men was admitted because of their 
knowledge of signatures. 

There was a long contest over the admissi- 
bility of the evidence of the bank men by 
ecunsel for Hartje. It was finally ruled by 
the court that the evidence should be admit- 
ted. Mrs. Hartje’s counsel won a number 
of other disputed points during the day. 

When court resumed in the morning M. D. 
Fiwell, a Chicago expert for Mrs. Hastje. 
was put on the stand and subjected to a 
rigid cross examination by Attorney Fergu- 
son. During this examination Ewell said: 

‘“T would undertake myself to simulate 
thé handwriting of the 30,000 words in these 
letters.”’ 


Can’t Confuse Chicago Expert. 

Ewell was on the stand most of the morn- 
ing and answered the rapid fire of questions 
from Attorney Ferguson without embarfass- 
ment or annoyance. 

The Hartje counsel tock up the entire morn- 
ing with attempts to get the expert for the 
respondent to admit that certain pecullari- 
ties of the purported and genuine writings 
were the same. This was successful in but 
few instances. 

The demand of the libellant’s counsel for 
specimens of Mrs. Hartje’s handwriting 
given to the experts was met with a re- 
fusal, which was sustained by the court. 
Neither could the souvenir letter given up 
by Expert Ewell be placed in evidence by 
Attorney Ferguson. 

All oF the experts bore out Mrs. Hartje’s 
statement on the stand yesterday that the 
“ Dear Susie" letter, formerly admitted by 
her, was not in the same handwriting ae the 
other “standards”’ which the respondent 
admits. 


Declares Letter Tampered With. 

Cashier Watson Irwin of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional bank said that the “ Susie” letter, 
which is rapidly coming into the foreground 
as a dominant issue, was not written by Mrs. 
Hartje. He deciared that exhibit 25, a mu- 
tilated letter pasted on cardboard, had been 
tampered with. 

The letters are being taken up seriatim. 
The fight over them promises to be long 
drawn out and trying to the patience. 

The part Miss Ida Scott, sister of Mra. 
Hartje, played in addressing envelopes is 
apparently to be the next point of interest. 
She is said to have addressed the envelope in 
the “Susie’’ letter. She may be called on 
to submit specimens of her handwriting. 

Adjournment until’ Monday was about to 
be taken when Attorney Freeman, one of 
Mrs. Hartje’s counsel, said he would like to 
have the exhibits and said if he did not get 
them he would be unable to proceed or Mon- 
day. Judge Fraser said if the other side did 
not let Freeman have them an adjournment 
could be taken on Monday until Tuesday. 


Admits Letters Are Forgeries. 

B. F. McElroy, alias Elmer Johnston, alias 
E. J. Larsen, who was arrested on Wednes- 
day for trying to sell to Attorney Harron let~- 
ters reputed to haye been written by Coach- 
man Thomas Madine, co-respondent in the 
case, was given a hearing before an alder- 
man late this afternoon. He was held for 
court in $500 bail. McElroy admitted the 
letters were not written by MadMe and said 
he tried to make the sale because he needed 
the money. He denied he was a detective 
or had any connection with any agency. 

The hearing on the conspiracy cases against 
Augustus J. Hartje, John L. Welshons, and 
Clifford Hooe, a colored coachman, will take 
place before an alderman tomorrow, accord- 
ing to Assistant District Attorney Robb.

Many of Schmitz’s personal friends said 
today that if the mayor could have seen 
Reagan’s charges Wednesday night he would 
have made up all the difficulties and retained 
him in office. As they said, ** The mayor 
couldn’t afford to have such stuff printed, as 
it is Mable to set the grand jury to nosing 
around, and may rip the lid off startling 
scandal.”

BOY KILLED WHEN HE TOUCHES 
LEVER OF FATHER’S CAR. 


Eleven Year Old Son of Charlies H. 
94 Laflin Street, Piaying 
Machine That Stood 
with Engine Working, Moves the 
Clatch — Big Vehicle Jumps For- 
ward, Crushing Him Against Wall 
and Breaking His Neck.

An 11 year old boy, who tampered with his 
father’s automobile as it stood in the garage, 
yesterday was hurled against a wall by the 
machine and crushed to death. 

Charles H. Moody, president of The Moody 
& Waters Pie company, whose home is at 04 
Laflin street, has been an ardent autoist for 
some time. Yesterday afternoon his son, 
Charles A. Moody, was playing around his 
car in the garage in the rear of the family 
‘residence. Frank Allen, the chauffeur, had 
been giving the machine a thorough cleaning 
and was testing its parts to see if it was fit 
for a long run that had been planned, 

His task was almost finished and he had 
thrown the engine into action, leaving the 
machine throbbing, with its pistons working, 
while he put away his tools. The car needed 
but the throwing of one lever to start it in 
motion. 


Throws Clutch and Starts Car. 

The boy, whose height barely enabied him 
to reach the steering wheel and its equip- 
ment of levers, stood beside the front wheel 
on the right side and played with the brass 
handles for a moment. One of them would 
regulate the frequency of the sparks that 
ignited the gasoline in the cylinders; the 
other would throw in the clutch that would 
put the strain of the engine upon the wheels. 

His hand wandered to the latter and in 
some way he threw it into “ second speed,” 
There had been but little space for him to 
stand between the car and the wall of the 
barn, and es the machine Jumped forward 
under the impetus he was hurled against the 
wall, where th was held between the fender 
and an upright beam.

‘| and armor of domestic manufacture for veewels 
authorized, fifteen million, one hundred and forty- 


five thousand dollars: Provided, that no part of 
this appropriation’ shall be expended fow armor 
for vessels except tipon contracts for such armor 
when awarded by the secretary of the navy to the 
lowest responsible bidder, having in view the best 
results and most expeditious delivery. 

“ All three of these companies submitted 
bids for armor needed tn the case of the 
above mentioned two battleships. The bid of 
the Carnegie company amounted in the ag- 


‘| gregate to $2,782,560, that of the Bethlehem 


company to $2,813,568, and that of the Mid- ' 
vale company to $2,555,470. The aggregate. 
quantity of armor to be delivered is 7,838 
tons, divided among four. classes. 

“The bid of the Midvale company is the 
lowest, not only in the aggregate, but for 
each one of the four classes. Al! of the bids, 
however, are lower than any price heretofore 
paid by the government for the like armor | 
and lower, so far as the department is in- 
formed, than is paid by any foreign govern- 
ment. 


Will Avoid a Shutdown. 


“The department ts advised that both the 
Carnegie and the Bethlehem companies-wil! 
be completely out of work for their respective 
armor plants within a short time unless 
they obtain some portion of this contract, 
and that the plants in question will be un- 
avoidably shut down and the force therein 
employed discharged and seattered in the 
contingency mentioned. This statement 
seems to be admitted as true by all*parties 
interested. 

“The Carnegie and Bethlehem companies 
are willing and have offered to reduce their

BATHS OPEN, BUT. . 


NOT FOR WORKERS 


Men Employed in Factories Un- 
able to Use City Facilities 
Under Rules. =, 


EXCUSE MADE BY WHALEN 


Health Commissioner Fails to 
Welcome the Work of In- 


<inld vestigators. 


Sirenuous efforts were made yesterday by 


officials of the health department to ex- 
plain why the public baths of the city of 
Chicago, designed, in the language of the 
department's biennal report, to be “ access!- 
ble to the poorest classes,”’ are closed when 
the majority of the city’s Working popula- 
tion finds it possible to benefit by them. 

Attention has been called to this surprising 
situation by the settlement workers at Hui! 
House. Ths city owns ten public baths, rep- 
resenting an aggregate expenditure of $171,- 
644. The cost of maintenance approximately 
is $26,000 yearly. 

Until two weeks ago these institutions have 
been closed daily at 5:30 in the afternoon, 
thus barring from them completely the vast 
body of working people' whose only leisure 
time is in the evening. On July 1 it was an- 
nounced that during July and August the 
baths would be open on Saturdays from 
noon until 9 o'clock at night, instead of from 
9 to 5:30. 

Whalen Tired of Theorists. 

**These theorists make me tired,” said 
Health Commissioner Whalen. ‘“ It wouldn't 
do any good to keep the baths open at night; 
working people aren’t floating around the 
streets In the evening.’’ 

“When would a man who gets off late In 
the afternoon get his?’’ the commissioner 
was asked. “‘He couldn't go in after 6 
o'clock if the baths are closed.”’ 

“ Well, there are plenty of men in the city 
who are off-some time during the dmy.”’ 

“What about keeping open afternoon and 
evening instead of morning and afternoon?’ 
was suggested, 

“It wouldn't do. We would have no one 
but drunks and disreputables at most of the 
batta.* = 

The commissioner's last assertion is contra- 
dicted by the testimony of the bath super- 
intendents as to the character of the Satur- 
day evening crowds. These are composed 
of laboring men and wage earners, who tax 
the baths to their utmost capacity on the one 
evening in the week when they can visit 


them. . 
Few Use Ogden Baths. 

The William B. Ogden bath at 8346 Em- 
erald avenue, which cost $17,273.53, is used 
aimost exclusively by children. When a 
TRIBUNE reporter called late in the after- 
noon only two of the twenty showers were 
occupied, ‘ 

As the reporter was about to leave two 
laboring men who had evidently just left 
their jobs hurried in and asked if they were 
too late. af 

At the Martin B. Madden and John Went- 
worth baths, at 3825 Wentworth avenue and 
2839 South Halsted street, respectively, the 
superintendents had read. of the Hull house 
investigation and were prepared 

“ The showers aren't full just now,’’ ex- 
plained the superintendent of the Madden 
bath. “There are factories all around here 
that let their men out at 11 in the morning.’’ 

The superinténdent, however, could not 
remember the names of any of the factories 
which “ let their men out at 11.’’ 


Adequate Force; Hours Short. 

** At. most of the baths,’ said a worker at 
Hull House, “* the attendants sit round doing 
nothing most of the time. Then the buildings 
are closed at just the hours when the work- 
ingmen could patronize them.”’ , 

The working force at é¢ach of the larger 
baths consists of: 

A superintendent at a salary of $1,000. 

An assistant at $780. 

Two helpers [women] at $600 each. 

A policemam, assigned by the police department 
to do the actual work of regulating the water and 
looking after the bathers. 

This force finds it impossible to keep the 
buildings open longer than. eight hours and 
a half.

Publications Héreafter Will Be 


Selected by Committees of 
. the Teachers. 


Dr. Cornelia De Bey’s attack upon the 
“book trust” has resulted in referring to 
the neW board of education the gelection of a 
series of readers for the first five grades in 
the grammar schools. 

After considerable discussion of the ques- 
tion yesterday afterneon: the sehool manage- 
ment committee decided to “ pass it up" to 
the board, along with the suggestion of the 
specia] text book committee that one of the 
following four be chosen: 4 

Wheeler’s Graded Literature W. Hz. 
Wheeler & Co. 

Jones’ Reader, Ginn & Co. 

Graded Literature series, 
company. 

The Child Life series, Macmillan eumpany. 


Practically Reopens Question. 

While the battle will. rage principally 
around these four, any member of the board 
can discuss the merits of any of the twelve 
in'the competition. This, to some éxtent, re- 
opens the case for everybody and means more 
work for the book agents. 

The quiet dropping of the present series, 
published by Rand, MtNally & Co., and 
the fact that the Macmillan company had 
crept back among the “ eligibles” in spite 
of Trustee Ritter’s vigorous drubbing, were 
the two most interesting features of the 
selection. 

Fifteen or twenty book agents, ranged 
around the wall of Supt. Cooley’s- office 
where the meeting was held, leaned forward 
in unmistakable eagerness when Miss 
Addams read off the list. Then they leaned 
back again with visible relief when they 
heard the committee decided to leave the 
whole question to the board. 

But this is to be the last year, as it is the 
first, in which the school trustees will stag- 
ger under the burden of selecting the text 
books for the schools. Hereafter that work, 
it was decided, will fall upon the teachers. 


Teachers to Do Work Hereafter. 

To carry this into effect. the school manage- 
ment committee recommended that the 
superintendent of gchools should divide the 
schools into eight ** districts "’ of ten schools 
each, the grade teachers in each grade to 
choose committees of twenty-five to pass 
upon the merits of the books used in their 
classes. This selection must be done before 
‘February of each year. Then the superin- 
tendent will report to the board on March 1 
the decision of the teachers and his own sug- 
gestions, whereupon the committee, it is ex- 
pected, will find easy sailing to straight con- 
clusions.

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NEW ZEALAND RAILROAD RATES. 

Sir Joseph G. Ward, the new prime min- 
ister of New Zealand, says that railroad 
rates in the colony, both freight and pas- 
sénger, are much lower than in the United 
States. He says that gratifying condi- 
tion of things is “ undoubtedly owing to the 
government proprietorship.” Of the 2,370 
miles of railway in the colony, the govern- 
ment owns and operates aboyt 2,300. When 
the government reads earn more than 3 or 
81% per cent annially on capital cost the 
public ig, given a decrease in rates. 

If it be true that ‘kt this time freight rates 
are lower in New Zealand than in this coun- 
try there must have been an extraordinary 
decreasé since October, 1902. An official 
tariff of that date shows that the rates on 
leading commodities in car load lots were 
double or treble what they are on a number 
of the roads leading west from Chicago.

In 
America there have been few direct at- 
tempts by local governments to arrange 
for the comfort of tourists. Everything 
that is done is the result of private enter- 
prise. But the western towns of ,the 
United States have “at different times 
spent money in the endeavor to attract 
capital for permanent investment and to 
bring the advantages enjoyed by their in- 
habitants before possible settlers. The 
exploiting of thé tourist business has 
been left to the hotelkeepers, railroads, 
and steamboats directly interested. 

Recently the eyes of the citizens of at- 
tractive places have been opened to the 
profits which a whole community shares 
if a steady stream of tourist travel sets 
that way. Every person who goes to a 
summer resort for health or recreation 
brings with him money which enters cir- 
‘culation, and the number of people who 
profit indirectly is shown to be even 
larger than the number of people into 
whose hands the money first passes, 
From this new and. more complete view 
of the value of being favorably known to 
tourists has come a systematic effort on 
the part of the enterprising towns to se 
cure publicity. 

Tue Trisune has printed of late a 
number of full page advertisements tell- 
ing of the attractions of this or that 
town which has a good summer climate, 
beautiful scenery, fishing, or something 
else which tourists are looking for. 
These advertisements are not paid for 
by hotelkeepers or transportation lines, 
They are paid for by the community. 
In some cases the town council appro- 
priatés public money to advertise the 
town. The increase of the general pros- 
perity and the addition of taxable prop- 
erty te the holdings of the citizens of the 
town is a sufficient justification for ‘the 
expenditure. In otber cases the mer- 
chants of the town raise the money by 
assessments voluntarily paid, Jike those 
of improvement societies. The quick re- 
turns and the permanent nature of the 
benefits of living in a place whose attrac- 
tions are widely known make such an 
investment one, of the most productive 
possible. This is an age of publicity, and 
while there are still people who try to 
find out for themselves some place where 
others never go, mos: people hke to go 
where they have good reason to believe 
that they will be comfortable, welcome, 
and entertained. 

A town that advertises shows that it 
has enterprising people within its  bor- 
The visitor: there will not be 
thrown entirely upon his own resources. 
He has received an inyitation, and there 
is something waiting for him. ‘The man 
who wishes to go somewhere and does 
not know where to go does well to con- 
sider the places which are not afraid to 
‘abulate their charms and publish them 
to the world. 


QUES” ONS OF CITIZENSHIP. 


A board whose appointment was sug- 
gested by the committee on foreign rela- 
tions recently held a meeting in Wash- 
Ington to consider certain aspects of cit- 
izenship as affected by residence abroad, 
involving both the question of expatria- 
tion and that of the protedtion to be 
given Americans in foreign countries, 


The subject is one of the most trouble- 


some and difficult which the government 
has to handle, for it covers relationships 
with the individual citizen entitled nor- 
mally to the protection of the govern- 
ment and likewise international  situa- 
tions sometimes acute. 

There are citizens of many kinds. One 
traces his connections back through eight 
or nine generations to the early settlers 
of the Atlantic coast. He has traditions 
of his family as the branches spread, one 
line going through Connecticut and Ver- 
mont to New York and the west, an- 
other, perhaps, straight from Muassachu- 
setts to Ohio; and thence to Illinois, or, 
possibly, from Virginia through Ken- 
tucky into Missouri. He is Amébrican 
to the core; he is intensely proud of the 
services of his ancestors at Louisburg, 
at Saratoga, at Yorktown, at lWLundy’s 
Lane, at Gettysburg. To him everv line 
of “America” is eloquent with mean- 
ing, for, in truth, he loves the “ rocks and 
rills, the woods and templed hills.” The 
appeal to such u citizen is always sure 
of a patriotic response. 

There is another sort of citizen whose 

parents or grandparents fled from the 
old world to escape oppression. He was, 
perhaps, even himself a native of some 
foreign land. Liberty drew him hither. 
and, with his coming, he renounced all 
allegiance to the fatherland and, with 
honest purpose, determined to give his 
life to the future. Deprived of the revo- 
lutionary heritage and the traditions of 
his neighbor, he yet gained the idea of 
freedom and pledged his support to the 
ideals which the earlier Americans set 
up for this country. Few of these new 
found citizens ever proved false to the 
trust expressed in the act of naturaliza- 
tion. Many of them have proved willing 
to die, if need be, to maintain and defend 
the nation of their adoption. 
+ But, unfortunately, there is ai third 
¢lass of citizens. They are Americans 
for sordid reasons. They seek the ad- 
vantage of citizenship with no sincere 
intention of giving anything themselves. 
Soon after naturalization they  betake 
themselves to a foreign land, and there, 
seeking to escape the burdens which gov- 
ernment rightly lays upon those who en- 
joy its privileges, they prove a prolific 
source of annoyance and difficulty for 
diplomatic representatives abroad. The 
less of real Americanism they have about 
them the more loudly they claim its 
privileges. How to minimize the diffi- 
culties these citizens cause is the problem 
now to be solved. 

The naturalization law recently passed 
covers cases. of this kind where the new 
citizen takes up residence abroad within 
five years after naturalization, thus re- 
‘lieving the *jtuation to some extent by 


denaturalization. The board has issued a

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

A remarkable case bas just been settled in 
New York by the plea of guilty offered by 
a murderer who has been for five years con- 
fined as insane. The evidence produced 
showed that the prisoner had been coached 
on the symptoms so that he had been able to 
adapt his diet and habits to procure the 
He had been 
warned in advance of the visits of experts, 
and was able fo produce in himself an ex- 
treme nervousness by the simple process = 
diet of lemons afid honey and a rubbing with 
a special lotion made his skin rough and 
sensitive. He and his cellmate invented 
fanciful stories which were told with the 
seriousness of a madman, and deceived all 
his visitors. The proof of this was so clear 
and took the prisoner so by surprise that 
he withdrew his plea of not guilty and ac- 
cepted a sentence of nearly twenty years in 
prison. 

The motive for this deception was the 
fear of the man, who had murdered his wife, 
that he would pe sentenced to death in the 
electric chair. Why a man should wish to 
cling to life when it would have to be spent 
ima prison for the criminal insane and ina 
condition of discomfort and constant fear of 
discovety does not appear. It may have 
proceeded from religious terrors of the 
future life, or it may have beer that instinc- 
tive clinging to the present life which made 
the shade of Achilles declare that the mean- 
est shave on earth was better off than the 
most honored of the dead. The fact is that 
he wanted to live, and he was able to stave 
off the day of sentence, although when that 
day could not be postponed longer by, all bis 
trickery, it became apparent that all he had 
accomplished was @ prolongation of his im- 
prisonment and that his life was in no im- 
mediate danger. 

The importance of the case is in illustrat- 
ing the slight value to be attached to expert 
testimony, when the expert has nothing at 
stake and the criminal has everything to 
lose. The most celebrated alienists in New 
York were deceived not only at his trial but 
during his detention among the insane. The 
deception required the codperation of others 
and it appears that there was a widespread 
conspiracy to deceive, but at the same time 
it reflects little credit wpon fhe experts. 
Some of the latter now justify themselves by 
refusing to admit that they were deceived, 
or by considering the attempt to deceive 
them as itself a mark of insanity. Itis likely 
that with this case in mind it will be easier 
for a while to secure the conviction of sham 
lunaties who are genuine criminals.

Ve GEORGE an and his people are once 


again threatening the peace of Eu- 

rope, and are embarking upon a 

course that cannot fail in a sliort time 

to involve them in another war with 

Turkey, unless the great powers intervene at 

Athens and compel the Hellenic government 
to abandon its present foolish policy. 

Eleven years ago, when Turkey, after hav- 
ing had her territory invaded by Greek 
troops, and after having been subjected to 
all sorts of provocations, 9 Rg instance, 
the organization of insurrecti in Ottoman 
territory, not by itresponsible Greeks, but by 
officials of the Athens government, at length 
declared war upon Greece, the latter was. 
ignominiously defeated. Indeed, the victori- 
ous Turkish army was within an easy day's 
march of Athens when the great powers in- 
tervened to stay its advance, and to thus pre- 
serve both the Independence and the reign- 
ing dynasty of Greece. 

King George and his people seem to have 
forgotten the lesson, and have of late been 
conducting themselves in such, @ manner 
towards their neighbors as to render a declar- 
ation of war by Turkey inevitable at an early 
date, if the present condition of affairs con- 
tinues any longer. 

~-o- 

The Turkish province of Macedonia is over- 
run with bands of Greek filibusters, who, in 
concert with the Greek population of the 
province, defy the sultan’s authority and 
subject not merely the Moslem population but 
likewise.the Servian, Bulgarian, and Rou- 
manian Christians settled in that portion of 
the sultan’s empire to outrages quite as 
shocking as any of those laid at the door of 
the Turkish troops assigned to the duty of 
maintaining order. 

These bands of filibusters are in most cases 
commanded by commissioned officers of the 
Greek army: not on the retired but on the 
active list thereof, and when a short time 
ago a major of cavalry of the name of Melas 
was killed in Macedonia—that is to say, on 
Turkish soil, while leading one of these raids, 
a grand requiem service was held in his honor 
at Athens, which was attended by the minis- 
ters, by the royal family, and by King George 
in full uniform. A. fortnight or three weeks 
ago another requiem of the same kind was 
held at Athens for a Greek infantry captain 
of the name of Kapsali, who had lost his life 
while leading a filibustering raid on the bor- 
ders of Lake Yenidje—that is to say, in Tur- 
key—and it was only at the last minute that 
the king and his sens abandoned their inten- 
tion of being present in deference to the 
strongly worded protests of the German and 
Austrian envoys. 

~~ 

On the occasion of the last war with Tur- 
key King George well nigh lost his throne 
before ever it began, owing to his endeavor 
to stem the tide of popular, sentiment and to 
compel his people to listen to reason. In 
fact, tye Greeks were inclined to ascribe their 
crushing defeat to the entire lack of sympa- 
thy with their aims on the part of the king. 
This time he has decided, apparently, to 
swim with the popular tide, regardless of the 
consequences. 

Should the present crisis result in war it 
would be a mistake to regard the conflict in 
the ight of a struggle between the crescent 
and the cross. For the sympathy of all the 
Servian, Roumanian, Bulgarian, and Mace- 
donian Christians throughout the southeast 
of Europe will be with the Turks. Rou- 
mania has, in fact, already broker of all 
diplomatic relations with the Greek govern- 
ment, and. wouhki have gone to war long ere 
this had she possessed a seagoing navy capa- 
ble of bombarding Hellenic fofts, or if any 
of her frontiers had been contiguous with 
those of Greece. 

As it is, King Charles has contented him- 
self with giving the Greék envoy his pass- 
ports and’ with demanding the intervention 
of the foreign powers, who are in a measure 
responsible for the good behavior of Greece. 
The latter, indeed, owes its existence as a na- 
tion to a guarantee on the part of the great 
powers, four of which, indéed—namely: 
Great Britain, France, Russia, and Austria— 
have ever since King George's election to the 
throne, forty-three years ago, contributed 
$20,000 a year apiece towards his civil list, 
And, as I have pointed out above, Greece 
would have. been swept out of existence 
eleven years ago, when defeated by Turkey, 
and would have reverted once more to the 
status of an Ottoman province had it not 
been for the intervention in her behalf of ine 
great powers. The latter, therefore, areina 
measure responsible for the good behavior 
of Greece. But unless they fulfill their ob- 
ligations in this respect it will be impossible’ 
to prevent any longer the sultan from putting 
an end to the present intolerable condition of 
affairs by once again subjecting Greece to 
the noerer®, of a foreign invasion. 

— 

One of the most Seon A factors in this 
crisis in southeastern Europe is, of course, 
the kaiser. For, while the crown pringess 
and future queen of Greece is his siste?, he 
has ever since his first visit to Constantino- 
ple, shortly after his accession to the throne, 
shown himself to be the best friend, and ina 
measure the protector, of the sultan. Abdul 
Hamid has had the more or less open back- 
ing of the emperor in all his many troubles 
with the foreign powers, and whenever he 
has yielded to the latter it has usually been 
in deference to the Kaiser's advice. At the 
time of the last war between Turkey and 
Greece the relations between William and his 
relatives at Athens were strained to the ut- 
most. But since then there has been a recon- 
ciation, though it is probable that the crown 
princess of Greece 4s the one of his sisters 
with whom he is least in sympathy. 

~~ 

Family ties and quarrels.have nothing, 
however, to do with Germany's attitude in 
‘the last Turco-Greek war. The political and 
economic interests of Germany require that 
her government should give its moral back- 
ing and support to Turkey rather than to 
Greece, and that is why half pay officers of 
the German army were permitted to serve on 
the staff of Edhem Pasha, the general who 
led the Oétoman troops to victory. Ger- 
many’s policy towards Turkey has not under- 
gone any material change since then. If 
anything, the friendship between the two 
governments and the economic relations are 
closer than a decade ago, so that if another 
war were to take place it is pretty safe to as- 
sume that Germany will once more be found 
giving much of the same kind of backing to 
the sublime porte that England gave to 
Japan during her recent war with Russia. 
The fact that Greece’s future queen is the 
kaiser’s sister has no bearing upon the mat- 
ter. For Emperor Willlam’s sense of duty 
towards Germany, and the obligations in- 
cumbent upon him to do what is best for the 
people whose destinies have been confided to 
his direction are far more sacred in his eyes 
than any question of family ties. 


a 
Talking of these family ties, it is doubtful 
whether there is any reigning house in Eu- 
rope that has a larger number of them than 
the reigning dynasty of Greece. King George 
is the brother of the queen of England, of the 
king of Denmark, and of the widowed em- 
press of Russia. The czar and the king of 
Norway are his nephews. The queen of 
Greece is a Russian grand duchess, and King 
George's son-in-law is a Russian grand duke. 
Greece’s crown prince is the brother-in-law 
of the kaiser, and of Prince Henry of Prussia. 
Prince Nicholas of Greece is married to 
Grand Duchess Helen of Russia, daughter of 
Grand Duke Viadimir, and first cousin, there- 
fore, of the crown princess of Germany, while 
Prince Andrew of Greece, through his union 
to the daughter of Prince Louls of Batten- 
berg, has become closely related to the new 
queen of Spain and to the princely house of 
Montenegro. One of the sisters-in-law of 
King George—namely: the wife of his brother 
Waldemar—is a princess of the house of Or- 
leans and of Bourbon, while one of his nieces 
is Princess Charles of Sweden. It is perhaps 
because of these relationships that King 
George considers himself at liberty to beard 
the sultan, cohvinced by past experience that, 
his royal kinsfolk would never _.permit him 
to be deprived of his throne.

existed. From the time an alien desiring 
citizenship enters the United States until he 
receives his final papers he practically will 
be under the supervision of the feGeral gov- 
ernment. Should he fail to possess the quali- 
fications specified by the law and 
in the regulations the department will is- 
gue, he must remain a foreigner and be de- 
nied any privileges of citizenship... —

passports, Men who have secured papers 
have returned to their native land and mixed 
in politics.

Will Prevent Vote Inflation. 


A new commission, consisting of David 
Jayne Hill, minister to the Netherlands and 


Hunt, chief of the passport bureau of tne 
state department; and Solicitor of State 
Scott has been organized to study the ques- 
tion of expatriation, particularly with refer- 
ence to the length of time a citizen, natural or 
otherwise, may enjoy the benefits of Amer- 
fean citizenship if living abroad, Enfore®- 
ment of the new law with regard to natural- 
ized citizens is expected to limit the number 
of international disputes arising from their 
misuse of passports. 

The naturalization law, which is to be 
placed in effect on Sept. 27 next, will prevert 
political managers from increasing the vote, 
of their respective parties at the elections in 
November. The Civic Federation of Chicago 
in a petition to congress presented through 
Senator Cullom last winter showed that 
glaring naturalization frauds had occurred 
there at every election in recent years. . 

Out of 496 certificates sisstied by the 8t. 
Louis Court of Appeals during the three 
nights of October, 1902, just before the con- 
gressional election of that year, more than 
400 were proved to have been issued through 
fraud. The number of fraudulent certifi- 
cates used in New York City in elections heid 
in the same year were about 25,000. 


° > 
Both Parties to Blame for Frauds. 
Both great political parties practiced and 


r encouraged ‘these frauds as an accepted po- 


litical necessity, because the: opposition 
party indulged in them. If one party has 
been guilty of greater fraud in ahy pne lo- 
cality the fact has been due to its control 
of the courts of that locality and not because 
the other party refused to participate in 
such frauds. 

The disposition of both parties within the 

last few years, however, has been to frown 
upon this method of increasing the party 
vote, except at close elections. The change 
of policy ts not due to ethical or moral rea- 
sons, but because of the attendant and in- 
creasing expense and the practical impossi- 
bility of teltiing whether the alien whose 
naturalization fees have been paid will “ de- 
liver the goods’’ under the secrecy of the 
ballot reform laws which are in force in a 
majority of the states. 
Secretary Metcalf has designated Richard 
K. Campbell, who was a member of the com- 
mission on naturalization and whose report 
to the president at the beginning of last ses- 
sion of congress was responsible for the new 
naturalization law, to be chief of the division 
of naturalization which is being organized.

Cheatery Reduced to Minimum. 

“ As far as we can see,’’ said Mr. Campbell 
today, “it will be almost impossible to com- 
mit frauds under the new law. They will 
be reduced to a minimum ff not absolutely 
prevented. Not only is the government and 
federal officials engaged in keeping an ac- 
count, so to speak, of the operations of the 
different courts, but it will be to the interest 
of the politicians as well as all law abiding 
citizens to prevent fraud. 

“They will have the means of obtaining 
information regarding the application of an 
alien for citizenship, as the new law pro- 
vides the clerk of a court, after the petition 
has been filed, shall give notice thereof by 
posting im a conspicuous place in his office 
or in the building im which his office is situ- 
ated the name, nativity, and residence of the 
alien, the date and place of his arrival! in the 
United States, and date for final hearing of 
his petition, as well as the names o? witnesses 
whom the applicant expects to summon in 
hig behalf. Moreover, even after the court 
decides that an alien is entitled to naturaliza- 
tion, the government, if it be notified within 
thirty days, may take steps to secure can- 
cellation of the certificate should it be con- 
vinced the applicant is not a fit subject for 
citizenship.”’

A Biography, Probably Prema.

T is rather soon to have a life of Oscar 


Wilde, but that industrious writer, Rob- 


_@rt Harborough Sherard, has just writ- 
ten one which so far is ohly published in 
London. It is an English copy that If 

Mr. Sherardéd 
Was an intimate friend and enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of Oscar Wilde, who seems to have 
had something of a hypnotic influence upon 
him. ei

of Dublip on the 16th of October, 1854, and | 


not 1856, as is generally supposed. It is said 
that his mother had hoped before he wage born. 
that he would be a girl, and when he turned 
out to be a boy her disappointment was great: 
and it is also said that she used to treat him 
ag @ girl and kept him in dresses as long as 
it was possible to do so. 

A portrait fs given of Sir William Wilde, 
Oscar’s father, which reveals “ an extraor- 
dinary mixture of intellectuality andanimal- 
ism, of benevolence and humanity with bes- 
tial instinct.” The face is not unlike that 
of the son, in which the contrasts were 
equally marked. Mr. Sherard describes his 
forehead and eyes as those of a genius, or an 
angel. He admits that his mouth was ugly, 
almost abnormal. Wilde, according to Mr. 
Shérard, was brought up in luxury, although 
his parents did not belong to the wealthy 
class; but still they were comfortably off, 
end his home im Dublin was attractive, even 
luxurious. Oscar took kindly toluxury. In 
hie more opulent days he spent many hun- 
dred pounds a year in cabs. At one period 
he used to take a cab by the day, and the 
first address that he gave to the driver was 
the Burlington Arcade, where there was a 
florist'’s shop, where every day he bought 
himself a button hole flower costing half a 
guinea, and another costing half a crown for 
his cabman for the day.

It was, according to Mr. Sherard, an arti- 
ficial atmosphere in which Oscar Wilde was 
reared: 

“It is wonderful that he escaped that taint 
of precocity for which the English diction- 
ary has another and a less euphonious term. 
It is more wonderful ‘still that until his in- 
herent madness broke out he escaped the 
taint of moral laxness which infected the 
alr of his father’s house. Here high think- 
ing @d not go hand in hand with plain liv- 
ing. The house was a hospitable one; it 
was a house of opulence and carouse; of late 
Suppers and deep drinking; of careless talk 
and example. His father’s gallantries were 
the talk of Dublin. Even his mother, al- 
though @,woman of spotless life and honor, 
had a loose way of talking which might have 
‘been full of danger to her sons. A saying 
of hers is still remembered in Dublin which 
gives an echo of the way in which her atti- 
tude of revolt against the accepted and the 
commonplace prompted her to mischievous 
talk. ‘ There has never been a woman yet 
in this world who wouldn't have given the 
top off the milkjug to some man if she had 
met the right one.’ The mother’s salon, the 
father’s supper table were frequented by 
boozy and boisterous Bohemians, than whom 
no city more than Dublin furnishes stranger 
specimens. How free was the conversation 
which went on there tn the présence of the 
two lade may be gathered from a remark 
which Oscar Wilde once made to a fellow 
undergraduate at Trinity college. ‘Come 
home with me,’ he said, ‘I want to introduce 
you to my mother. We have founded a so- 
ciety for the suppression of virtue.’ ”’

At school Wilde was a remarkably bril- 
Hant scholar in everything but mathematics. 
He was not particularly popular with his 
school fellows, one of whom says that “he 
used to flop about ponderously."’ He never 
played games, and objected to cricket “ be- 
cause the attitudes assumed were so inde- 


oent.’’

broke stones on the highway and had the 
honor of filling Mr. Ruskin’s especial wheel- 
barrow. Being interested in art; Wilde 
dabbled. a little with the paint brush during 
his undergraduate days, but nothing that 
he did was worth while or has been saved. 
Notwithstanding his aversion to games, 
Wilde was physically strong, and. it is told 
of him that “ while a young man in London 
he assisted a man, a friend, to escape from 
the police, and in the furtherance of this ob- 
ject exerted great physical strength, holding 
a door against a number of constables, while 
thé fugitive was clambering out of the win- 
dow to safety and freedom. In Paris he 


once expressed his desire to learn the use of 
the rapier so that tie might be able to impose 
silence at the point of the sword on the slan- 
derers who were attacking his reputation.’

About Wilde’s esthetic days, the lily and 
sunfiower period, Mr. Sherard says: 

“ There can be no doubt that Oscar Wilde's 
early eccentricities created an erroneous im- 
pression concerning his capacities which for 
years militated, and in certain quarters still 
militates, against the reputation which his 
high genius entitled him to enjoy. Fame is 
not to be violated with impunity; and when 
the claims of the Pont d’Arcolé were denied, 
could the peacock's feather and the sun- 
flower prevail? The pose, such as it was, 
was eminently successful. If notoriety were 
sought after, it was gained to the fullest 
extent. Punch celebrates week in week out 
the eccentricities of the school.

COURTNEY WOULD RESIGN 
AS CORNELL’S CREW COACH. 


Veteran Unable to Get Along with Grad- 
uate Manager Senior, So Asks to Be 
Let Out of His Contract. 


—[Special. }—Coach 
Gharied E. Courtney of Cornell's navy department 
has asked to be freed from his five year contract 
with the athletic association, which has three years 
more torun.

So let it be as- 
sumed that nothing beyond the usual de- 
cline will overtake the spring wheat crop 
that Europe will need only 90,000,000 bu in- 
stead of 180,000,000 bu more than last year 
from this northern continent, and it would 
seem safe to buy wheat at a price below 
that reached every month fox forty-two 
months, barring Match, 1908. Not under- 
estimating the Influence of a temporary 
flush of wheat on @ narrow market. of con- 
certed efforts by powerful influences to con- 
trol news and prices, the overwhelming in- 
fluence of a superior article in great de- 
mand at relatively low prices warrants the 
investor in risking temporary disappoint- 
ments for results which seem sure to reward 
patience and ample margins. Extreme prices 
usually come in August.” 


Finley Barrell & Co. received the follow- 
ing massage from their crop expert from 
Webster, 8. D.: “I have been over a large 
part of the wheat growing country of South 
Dakota. I find the wheat good every where, 
.but the farther north I go the better I find 
the wheat. In the southeastern part of the 
state there is an immense crop of oats and 
| barley. In the Jim river valley, as far as I 

have seen it, the prospect for a large wheat 
crop is good. I examined the fields closely 
yesterday. The kernel is forming nicely and 
the ground is getting dry, but there is still 
plenty of moistur® mature all the wheat 
except possibly the latest sown. The weather 
ecntinues clear and it was pretty hot the last 
few days, but the wheat is doing fine. Corn 
ls making a rapid growth and the prospect 
for a corn crop looks better every day. I 
am going up the Red river valley country 
now, unless otherwise instructed, and: see 
how the crop looks there. North Dakota, 
you know, raises a great deal more wheat 
than South Dakota.” 

Reports from the northwest relative to 
crop conditions were generally of an optimis- 
tic character. All of the crop experts who 
have so far sent in reports claimed conditions 
indicated a large yield. C. E. Lewis wired 
that unless some unforeseen disaster inter- 
vened between now and harvest North*Da- 
kota would raise the largest crop in its his- 
tory.

C. K. Sackett on corn: “A crop of 2,575,- 
000,000 bu is suggested by the July report. 
That is 132,000,000 bu under last year’s final 
yield. From this time 
conditions greatly improved and now the 
question arises, will this precedent be fol- 
lowed? It is entirely a weather proposition 
and will excite enough interest to render 
the market more or less susceptible to its 
changes. In many portions of the belt com- 
plaints from one cause or another are heard, 
but generally the crop is so well along that 
the deferred futures at discounts reflect con- 
ditions. The country movement! is small, 
stocks are decreasing, and there is not much 
leeway for profitable results from selling 
operations just now.”

RAILROADS NOTIFIED THAT IT 
WILL TAKE FREIGHT THEN. 


Competition Among Savings Banks 
Leads to M 2e Tonecessions te Cus- 
tomers—Distribution of sndustrial 
Stocks Set Forth by Report from 
48 Companies—Exportse and Im- 
ports of Automobiles—American 
Can Lower on Continued Selling. 


It is understood the railroads have been 
notified that the IMinois Tuntiel company will, 
on Aug. 15, begin transporting freight to and 
from the stations with which the tunnelpare 
conhected. This applies to nearly all the 
western and southerm roads and includes 
among the eastern ones the Erie; Baltimore 
and Ohio, and the Wabash. The Penngyl- 
vania and the Lake Shore are not ready. 

If the company does begin operating it will 
be the beginning of a sitwation in which 
something can be determined about earning 
power. The people interested in Subway are 
enthusiastic over what they believe will be 
the record made by the tunnela Altogether 
there are forty-five miles of them and twen- 
ty-six business houses have made connec- 
tions. Then there will be the interchange 
of freight between the railroads. 

It was announced yesterday that the com- 
pany would begin handling the mails next 
Monday. There hae been delay in making 
all conmections that have been made. This 
has been due to changes in plans and the 
usual red tape incident to dealing with the 
government or a railroad corporation in 
which engineering and architectural features 
were involved 

Chicago Subway stock was weak early, but 
firmed up at the close. However, it should 
soon begin to take care of iteelf, based on 
what it camearn. Necessarily the full earn- 
ing power will not be determined until all 
the plans for extensions and the enlarge- 
ments of its telephone service have been com-

Competition for Deposits. 

Competition among local state banks for 
savings deposits is working an extension 
of time at the semi-annual interest period 
when deposits will be received and credited 
with interest on the first day.of the month. 
At one time the banks were willing to allow 
but three days’ interest. One institution, the 
IiMnois Trust, still holds to that rule, but the 
other leading institutions are allowing ten 
days’ interest. Yesterday morning one of 
the smaller banks advertised that the de- 
posits made on July 18 would be credited 
with interest from July 1. This is going the 
other banks 838% per cent better. 

Besides extending the time for crediting 
interest little devices have been adoptedfin 
the way of individual check books which 
prove attractive to some depositors.

According to the figures of our foreign 
commerce in automobiles, as prepared by the 
department of commerce and labor, the 
Tinited States in the fiscal year ended June 
80 imported $4,000,000 worth of automobiles 
and exported In round figures $3,000,000. The 
distribution of the $3,000,000 of exports shows 
about one-half going to Europe and most of 
the remainder to Canada, Mexico, West In- 
dia. and Australia. The details of distri- 
bution have only been worked out for ten 
months of the present year. They show the 
value exported to the united kingdom at 
$616,177; to Canada, $435,850; to Mexico, 
$298,002; to Italy, $227,588; to France, $1790,- 
601: to Australia and New Zealand, $148,124; 
to South America, $61,780; to Germany, $57.- 
259: to British East Indies, $31,046; and to 
Africa, $26,925. 

The percentage of automobiles sent to 
France, the presumed home of the machine, 
was relatively small. It is interesting to 
note that of the $4,000,000 imported $2,600,- 
000 came from France, so that American 
manufacturers are not yet making any par- 
ticular inroads on the automobile industry 
in that country.

CHILD WIFE, SOLD FOR $500, 
RESTORED TO HER RELATIVES. 


Court’s Decree Gives 15 Year Old Malica 
Adams Into Custody of Her Uncle 
After She Lived with Gypsies. 


Malica Adams, aged 15, a wife for four 
years and queen of aroving gypsy band, yes- 
terday was freed from the restrictions of her 
life and given to her uncle in Grand Rapids, 
Mich. Her father, Joseph Adams, previously 
had sold her into the bondage of Aliza Pris- 
tic, leader of the gypsies, where she became 
the bride of Eristic’s 9 year old son Ephraim. 

The child wife became a palmist. She 
saved her money, and eventually tired of the 
gypsy customs. When the band reached 
Harvey, Ill., this year she learned that her 
uncle and aunt, Alexander and Mary Adams, 
were living in Grand Rapids, Mich. She left 
the camp and came to their home. 

Meanwhile, the gypsies had instituted a 
search for her, believing she was kidnaped. 
She had been gold to Eristic by her father for 
$500 in order to discharge a debt of that 
amount. Consequently, in gypsy law, Eristic 
was looking for his own property, and tried 
to get the aid of Chief of Police Bates of 
Harvey. 

Then the girl returned with her unele. 
There was an encounter between Adams and 
Eristic. The gypsy accused Adams of lar- 
ceny. 

She was taken before Judge Carpenter in 
the Juvenile court, where papers of adoption 
were signed. 


DESPONDENT WOMAN ENDS 
LIFE WITH REVOLVER SHOT. 


Miss Anna A. Barrett, Stenographer, 
Dies at Hospital After Brother Dis- 
covers Her Wounded in Home. 


After firing a shot into her own body, Miss 
Anna A. Barrett, aged 46, 426 Forty-first 
street, died at the Lakeside hospital yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mis& Barrett was found by her brother, Dr. 
Fred T. Barrett, about 11 o'clock after he 
had forced a door to his sister’s room. She 
was still alive, and an ambulance was sum- 
moned and she was taken to the hospital. 
Dr. Barrett declared his sister had been in 
the West Side hospital ten weeks previous 
to a trip to Michigan, from which she re- 
turned a few days ago. It is believed ill 
health caused her to end her life. 

Miss Barrett was a stenographer, and had 
been employed at 1161 Monadnock building 
fifteen years. 

“I believe my sister became melancholy 
over her illness, and that this caused her to 
commit suicide,’”’ Dr. Barrett declared. 
“though she never hinted at such an act. 
The revolver, with which she shot herself 
was an old one which had been about the 
house several years. When she returned 
home from the:hospital I hid it, fearing that 
she might in a melancholy moment shvot 
herself.

APRICOTS SCARCE AND HIGH; 
SOME BLAME EARTHQUAKE. 


Whether Shock Shook Them Off the 
Trees Too Soon or Weather Has Been 
Unfavorable, Crop Is Almost Nil. 


There is a famine in apricots this eummer. 
Some say this is because the earthquake 
shook the fruit off the trees in California 
before it was ripe. The seismic disturbance 
may not have caused all the damage, but it 
ig thought to have been partly responsibie 
for the lack of the fruit. 

A golden faced apricot is worth almost its 
weight in gold in Chicago. It is hard to find 
any of the California product in town, and 
there will be none of the fruit later on, for 
the crop is the lightest in years. 

Crates of apricots which could be pur- 
chased last summer for 30 and 40 cents now 
cost from $2.65 to $3.50. Where 1,500 crates 
a day were shipped into Chicago last year 
on the average, only 400 or 500 crates of the 
fruit have reached Chicago during the pres- 
ent season. 

In South Water street the lack ofthe usual 
supply is laid at the door of the cool weather 
and the too frequent rains in California dur- 
ing the recent spring season rather than to 
the earthquake.
